Joe Lee Hall Thursday admitted to 
Judge Tom Ryan that he set a Plano 
house on fire last August. 
The 199th District Court Judge 
sentenced Hall to IO years probation 
with the stipulation that he make 
restitution of $4,482.

Dies in S. America 


ASUNCION, Paraguay (UPI) — A 
man believed to be the Nazi SS cap­ 
tain known as the “Butcher of Riga’’ 
for his role in the massacre of 40,000 
Jews has died in a pauper’s hospital in 
this remote South American capital. 
A spokesm an at the Clinical 
Hospital for indigents said Thursday 
that West German authorities were 
working to determine whether the 
man who died at the hospital Wed­ 
nesday was Nazi war crim inal 
Eduard Roschmann 
As an SS captain in the Jewish 
ghetto of Riga, Latvia, Roschmann 
ordered the killing of 40,000 Jews and 
in many cases “pulled the trigger 
himself,” according to West German 
public prosecutor Friedrich Beck.

“He didn’t 
eat much, he didn’t receive visitors or 
have any friends and he had only very 
limited funds.” 
On July 24, he began to feel ill, Mrs. 
Echague said. Her 22-year-old son, 
Epifanio, took him to the hospital, 
noticing that he had a slight limp. 
According to German documents, 
Federico Bernardo Wegener was one 
of three aliases used by Roschmann 
after he escaped from Europe to 
Argentina in 1948. 
Under the Wegener alias, Rosch­ 
mann, actually 69 years old, is listed 
as 64, the age of the dead man in 
Asuncion. Both Roschmann and the 
dead man are e-foot-l1^. 
In addition, Roschmann is known to 
be missing three toes from his right 
foot and two from his left, charac­ 
teristics confirmed for “Wegener” by 
the Asuncion daily newspaper ABC. 
The missing toes could explain the 
limp noticed by young Rios. 
West German Embassy secretary 
Werner Winke said a set of finger­ 
prints from the corpse and other data 
were being sent to Germany to con­ 
firm the identification. 
The Roschmann case was the latest 
in a series of manhunts involving 
Nazis who fled to Latin American 
countries following the fall of the 
Third Reich in 1945.

Crop Production Should Ease 
Year’s Food Inflation Rate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Hot, dry 
July weather trimmed a prospective 
record corn crop to 
near-record 
status, but the Agriculture Depart­ 
ment’s chief economist says there’s 
enough left to promise a reduction in 
inflation rate next year. Economist 
Howard Hjort added at a news con­ 
ference Thursday, following release 
of 
the 
agency’s 
August 
crop 
production estimates, that he sees a 
60-40 chance the government will 
activate 
an 
acreage 
reduction 
program for the 1978 wheat crop, and 
a 50-50 chance for a similar surplus- 
cutting program on next year’s corn 
crop. 
Tile crop report estimated that if 
weather is normal for the rest of the 
season, the overall harvest of all 
American crops will boom to a new 
record of 124 per cent of the 1967 total, 
up 2 per cent from last year’s record. 
Farmers should get definite word of 
the governm ent’s intentions on 
reducing 1978 wheat production before 
the end of August, Hjort said. He 
added growers should also be given 
“ clear 
guidance” 
on 
possible 
government plans for corn, because 
that will also be a factor in decisions 
on how much winter wheat to plant 
beginning in September. 
Final decisions on restricting corn 
are not likely this month, however, the 


official said. 
The August crop report estim ated 
corn production on the basis of Aug. I 
conditions at 6.092 billion bushels, 
down 293 million bushels or 4 per cent 
from a record July forecast. That left 
the crop 2 per cent below last year’s 
6.216 billion bushel record. 
But Hjort said heavy Corn Belt 
rains since Aug. I have improved 
prospects and the September estim ate 
may show an increase. And even the 
August figure, he said, foreshadowed 
heavy livestock feed supplies which 
will be translated into more meat, 
milk, poultry and eggs for consumer 
m arkets. 
As a result, Hjort said, estim ates of 
1977 food inflation will remain at 6 per 
cent, and he believes the 1978 rate will 
be cut to “slightly under” 6 per cent. 
The crop report estim ated wheat 
production at 2.041 billion bushels, 
almost unchanged from last month’s 
2.044 billion That was 5 per cent below 
last year but—like the corn estim ate— 
was big enough to point toward 
another increase over the coming 
year in an already-large surplus 
stockpile. 
Officials estim ated the soybean 
crop at a record 1.602 billion bushels, 
up 27 per cent from last year, and 
cotton at 13.5 million bales was up 28 
per cent.

So, of­ 
ficials are likely to announce their 
intentions for action before Aug. 30 so 
farmers can begin 
making their 
plans, Hjort said. He said no an­ 
nouncement is likely before the week 
beginning Aug. 21.

THE RADIO HOBBYIST

How many of you out there remember “ Class A ” CB? It has been with us for the last thirty 
years although it has been recently renamed the General Mobile Radio Service, (GM RS). 
Ignored by nearly everyone for three decades, FN-CB, as it is sometimes called is currently 
enjoying new popularity. Most hobbyists are still totally unaware that this excellent radio 
service is available to them. The reason that Class-A CB never caught on was the high cost of 
UHF radio equipment and the very few stations on the air with which to communicate. 
Judging, however, by a public notice issued by the Federal Communications Commission 
last week, more and more applicants are applying for GMRS licenses. The FCC said that 
applicants could expect delays of up to two months in the issuance of their licenses. The delay 
being due to an increase in application receipts. The number of applications received during 
June 1977 increased 185 percent over June 1976. The Commission said that it expected that the 
number of GM RS license applications would continue to increase in the future. There are 
approximately 5,000 GMRS licensees at present....still very short of the more than ten million 
Class D-CB licenses in effect now. 
The General Mobile Radio Service is one of the Personal Radio Services designed to 
provide a private, short-distance personal communications service to the general public. It 
consists of 8 pairs of channels in the 460 to 470 MHz UH F band. Heralded as a combination 
landmobile and CB band, the GMRS offers personal radio communications through an 
assigned pair of frequencies. Two decades ago much more spectrum space was available to 
what was then the “ Class B " Citizens Radio Service. Because of little uze, the Class A and B 
frequencies were reallocated to other services. This has left the GMRS with only eight paired 
channels. The reason for the pairing is because some users operate in duplex - sending and 
receiving at the same time, the same way you talk on the telephone. This method of operation 
must use two different frequencies for one conversation. 
Up to IOO mile radio range can be obtained by utilizing repeater stations that retransmit 
your mobile signals. The radio conversation is “ repeated" by a centrally located receiver- 
transmitter combination using a more efficient antenna installed in a high spot. Since UH F 
frequencies are propagated by “ line of sight" and are normally stopped by natural and man­ 
made obstructions, the repeater stations, in effect,, reach around these. 
Low power mobile transceivers (5 or IO watts is enough, although I watt or less frequently 
gets the job done) are all that are needed for long distance contacts since the mobile radio 
must only be powerful enough to reach the repeater station. Once the repeater receives an 
incoming signal on an assigned frequency, it automatically retransmits it at much higher 
power. In effect, even though you may only have a one watt transceiver, you are talking with 
a possible IOO watt authority from a superb antenna location! Use of repeaters can be ob­ 
tained by buying a repeater station outright and installing it in a good location - or you can 
lease use of one by paying a monthly charge - say $5.00 a month - just like your monthly 
telephone bill, from a commercial communications company. Even without repeaters, UHF 
radio can reach much farther and with greater reliability than Class D - CB. 
Many accessories are available for the GMRS. One repeater station accessory, called an 
autopatch, allows you to tie in to public telephone lines by touch-tone dialing. Telephone 
service from your car is available today for the masses! 
The big problem with the old Class A Citizens Radio Service used to be a complete lack of 
radio equipment - and what was available was prohibitively expensive for the mass market. 
One company, however, has just heavily invested in mass-producing the necessary UHF-FM 
transceivers and has succeeded in reducing the cost to below the $400 level 
low enough to 
be afforded by many who want the increased clarity and lack of background noise that FM 
communication affords. Actually FCC rules allow either AM or PM modulation, but 
equipment makers have stayed with the superior FM mode. This same company is also 
producing the repeater stations and plans are for their equipment distributors to also install 
and provide repeater service for their customers. The UHF transceivers themselves will 
have only two channels and will be crystal controlled. It is expected that the FC C will permit 
marketing of this equipment in the near future - it is not yet on the market. 
GMRS equipment is limited to 50 watts output and is basically the same as 450-470 land- 
mobile FM radio equipment. The use of high gain antennas at any height, as long as they do 
not pose a threat to air navigation, is permitted. At present a licensee can operate on only one 
paired frequency, however, pressure is being put on the E CC to authorize licensees the right 
to operate on all eight channels, the same as the present Class-C CB band. The FCC 
established Personal Use Radio Advisory Committee (PURAC) is taking a long look at eight 
pairs to many more to meet the coming needs of the public.

Finished bouquets should 
be placed away from direct 
sun or drafts. Changing the 
water daily and recutting the 
stem s will add to the flowers’ 
life.

not with aspirin or copper

Weeds in a flower bed are 
about as welcome as flies on 
a picnic. And like flies, they 
come back again and agin, if 
perennials. Perennials like 
Bermuda com e back from 
the roots even when every 
top is cut off 
What is a weed? It is a 
plant out of place. Bermuda 
grass in a Bermuda lawn is 
great but not in a flowerbed. 
Fescue is a good lawn grass 
but not mixed in with Ber­ 
muda. 
Emerson said of weeds, 
“ What is a weed? A plant 
whose virtues have not yet 
b e e n 
d i s c o v e r e d . ’ ’ 
Thousands of plants we use 
today 
w ere 
once 
just 
“w eeds” because man had 
not yet found a way to use 
them. Thus we have ‘‘chosen 
p lan ts” 
(th e “ cro p ” 
or 
plants we want to grow) and 
any other growing among 
the ‘“chosen” is a weed. 
Weeds are a pest to our 
crop plants because they rob 
our chosen plants of light, 
m oisture, and nutrients. 
Most 
w eeds 
are 
m ore 
vigorous and stronger than 
crop plants. They come up 
faster 
and 
grow 
m ore 


rapidly. 
Why are weeds so much 
stronger than crop plants? 
Probably 
because 
their 
gen etics 
have 
not 
been 
altered by man. All or nearly 
all crop plants were once 
wild and in a keen race for 
survival without any help 
from m an. 
Man w alked 
through a field and saw a 
stalk of wild wheat with 
kernels a little larger. He 
selected this as seed so as to 
get more grain the next 
harvest. But for every plus 
there seem s to a minus. The 
very genetic code that gave 
the larger grain carried a 
weakness such as a root 
system not quite so strong. 
So now we have a new 
variety of wheat we might 
call “Big Seed.” While Big 
Seed was gaining genes 
(inheritance units) for big 
seeds it was losing some of 
its genes for vigor. All this 
time its wild brother-sister 
plants had kept their sm all 
seed but had lost none of 
their vigor. So their seeds 
were sm all and unattractive 
to man. Who needs large 
seeds for survival anyway? 
Plants grow not to please 


man but 
for 
their own 
purpose which is survival. 
When man selects plants for 
features other than survival 
such as big seed he must 
enter the picture to make up 
the difference. 
And this is why you need a 
good hoe to be a good gar­ 
dener. 
The 
hoe 
was 
primitive m an’s chief tool to 
help his crop plants prosper 


by 
chopping 
down 
the 
competition (weeds). It still 
is 
for 
the 
hom eow ner. 
Weeding by hoeing is one of 
the best ways to control 
weeds in the flower bed or 
hom e vegetab le garden. 
Hoeing should be done when 
weeds are small. Cut the 
tops 
off 
by 
shaving 
the 
surface or cutting barely 
under the surface. Nothing is 


gained 
by 
digging 
deep. 
E xceptions 
to 
this 
are 
Berm uda, 
Johnson, 
and 
bindweed. 
H oeing 
is 
a 
form 
of 
cu ltivation or tillage. A 
rototiller or a plow is a set of 
p o w e r - d r i v e n 
h o e s . 
C ultivation is needed to 
control weeds primarily and 
not to loosen the soil once 
your crop is in. 


Purple Sage Forms 
A Tardy Barometer 


A livin g and 
grow ing 
barom eter, 
th a t’s 
what 
purple sage is in your gar­ 
den. Only trouble is, it’s 
three days late in reporting. 
Every summ er gardeners 
marvel 
at 
the 
regularity 
with which purple sa g e 
blossoms follow the rains, 
three to four days to be sure. 
Yet no one seem s certain 
how the plants measure the 
change, for m ere watering 
alone w on’t 
trigger the 
flowering. It has to be rain. 
From a pure landscape 
involvement, purple sage is 
a most useful tool. Its rugged 
durability and dram atic 
landscape potential make it 
a 
frequent and popular 
choice. But its use must be 
planned, for its unusual color 
can soon overpower. 
Purple sages, botanically 
Leucophyllum 
frutescens, 
are n ative to sem i-arid 
South, Southwest and West 
Texas 
lands, 
as well 
as 
Mexico and New Mexico. In 
native settings (as well as in 
the landscape), they grow to 
four to six feet, rarely to IO. 
Their gray, fuzzy leaves are 
generally held through the 
winter, though we can’t call 


t h e m 
e v e r g r e e n 
(evergray?). In colder North 
Texas winters the 
plants 
may drop much of their 
foliage until new growth in 
spring. 
Purple sages have quite a 
collection of other local 
common names, including 
wild lilac, barometer bush, 
ash bush, Cenizo (Spanish 
for ash), Cenisa and Hierbo 
del Cenizo. Robert Vines, 
prom inent 
T exas 
native 
plant author, chooses Texas 
silverleaf in his references. 
The plants will need ex­ 
cellent drainage, a sunny 
location and little else to 
succeed in your landscape. 
Prune after winter to even 
up growth and remove that 
killed by the cold. Water as 
you water your turf and 
fertilize sparingly. 
Benny 
Simpson 
at 
the 
T exas 
A&M 
Center 
is 
studying 
cenizos. 
Visiting 
Texas’ bdl country purple 
sage natural plantions, he 
saw hillsides ablaze: every 
last plant, every last limb. 
Most unusual: the assort­ 
ment of colors, all shades of 
purple and violet, white and 
even some leaning toward 


orange. Simpson has many 
plants under study in Dallas 
hoping to find some new and 
improved types. 
Nature has provided some 
other leucophyllums. One, L. 
minus, is a compact, almost 
dwarf, type that grows in the 
Big Bend country of Texas. 
V ariations 
on 
it 
w ere 
reported by my very own 
dad over 30 years ago as the 
national 
park 
w as 
developing. 
There’s 
a 
long-standing 
theory am ong gardening 
enthusiasts. Any plant that 
can grow neglected at gas 
stations has to be tough. 
You’ll see lots of cenizos just 
there in North Texas, and 
they seem most pleased with 
their fate. 
Ought to do well at your 
place as well.

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Fall Garden Thoughts 
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Yard of the Week 


In the heat of the summer 
when most spring gardens 
have wilted from hot, dry 
weather, the thoughts of 
homeowners should turn to 
fall gardening 
“ Fall vegetable gardens 
really produce the best 
tasting vegetables.” con­ 
tends Sam Cotner, hor­ 
ticulturist with the Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension 
Service. 
“ Growing con­ 
ditions are usually better in 
the fall when the weather 
begins to cool, and the 
quality of vegetables is 
better as they mature in a 
cooler climate than in the hot 
late 
spring 
and 
early 
summer. Disease and insect 
problems are also less in 
cooler weather.” 
All these advantages of 
fall gardening in no way 
imply that the practice is 
fool-proof. 
“ There 
are 
definite 
problems or hurdles, but 
with the right preparations, 
these can be overcome,” 
says Cotner. “ Usually a big 
problem is getting a good 
stand of vegetables if the 


seed are directly planted 
into the garden plot. The key 
is in getting the seedbed 
prepared properly so that 
the seed will germinate 
quickly.” 


Cotner 
recommends 
working the soil well and 
then shaping it into raised 
beds. Raised beds are im­ 
portant 
in 
providing 


drainage from fall rains that 
are often heavy. Make about 
a one-inch furrow in the 
seedbed and then water the 
furrow to moisten soil to a 
depth of two to three inches. 
This makes the soil ready for 
planting One other step that 
can be a big help in im­ 
proving germination is to 
soak the seed overnight 
before planting.

“ B r o a d l e a f 
trees, 
evergreens and vines can 
save energy as well as add 
beauty to your landscape,” 
points out Dr. William C. 
Welch. 
“ For cooling purposes, 
protect the south and west 
sides of your home with 
shade trees or trellised 
vines. 
These 
natural 
barriers intercept the sun’s 
rays and redirect the heat 
which can decrease the 
temperature within your 
home up to eight degrees.” 
Plant energy-saving trees 
20 to 35 feet from the outside 
wall of a home, suggests 
Welch. Since deciduous trees 
shed their leaves in the late 
fall and winter, they also 
allow the sun to warm the 
home during the winter 
months. 


“ Vines can serve as an 
effective summer colling 
device. Clinging vines are 
appropriate for masonry 
walls while such vines as 
morning glories, wisteria, 
Carolina jessamine and 
muscadine grapes are at­ 
tractive heat reducers for 
wooden walls,” notes the 
specialist. 
Boston Ivy and Virginia 
Creeper are deciduous vines 
that form a thick, cooling 
insulator during the summer 
while baring their leaves to 
let the warming winter sun 
through. 


The year-round English 
Ivy is used on many older 
homes to retain warmth in 
the winter on the darker 
sides of these homes. 


ideal 
for fall gardening. 
Although both of these 
varieties are bush type 
plants, they can be staked. 
Its best to prune these 
varieties to a couple of main 
stems, rather than a single 
stem. Fasten these stems to 
stout stakes as the plants 
grow. Soft but strong twine, 
strips of cloth, or old nylon 
stockings make good ties. 
You don’t want to constrict 
the stems, but on the other 
hand, the plants should be 
fastened firmly enough not 
to get knocked loose during 
bad weather. 


Growing 
tomatoes 
in 
vertical wire cylinders or 
cages also works very well. 
You may be able to buy these 


ready made at your local 
garden supply or hardware 
store, but it’s easy to make 
your own. You need 6-inch 
concrete reinforcing wire, 
available at building supply 
places or lumber yards. 
Allow a 5^ foot length for 
each cylinder 18 inches in 
diameter. 


By cutting the cage in half, 
you can make two cages 
rather than one. Half cages 
are ideal for fall and more 
than adequate for most early 
maturing 
varieites 
of 
tomatoes. Apply rust-proof 
paint, let dry, then bend and 
hook the wire to make the 
cylinder. Center over the 
plant and push the ends into 
the ground.

By ROLAND LINDSEY 
Students in hundreds of 
Texas school districts will 
have an extra week of 
summer vacation because of 
a $945 million school finance 
bill passed by the state 
legislature this year 
The school finance bill 
reduces the minimum school 
year from 180 to 175 days, 
and many districts opted to 
cut the five days from the 
beginning of the school year, 
moving the starting date for 
classes to Aug 29 in many 
areas and to as late as Sept 6 
in San Antonio 
For 
the 
most 
part, 
parents, students and school 
officials have been pleased 
with the prospect of ad­ 
ditional vacation time. 
Elsie Smith, president of 


the Lubbock City Council 
ParentTeachers A ssocia­ 
tion, said parents in the 
Panhandle are elated that 
the school opening 
was 
delayed from Aug 22 to Aug 
30 
“Some people couldn’t see 
how they could work in a 
vacation Now they can I bet 
you these highways are so 
crowded that week you can’t 
even get out.” 
In San Antonio, all school 
districts in the city agreed on 
a uniform school calendar 
with classes opening Sept 6, 
three 
weeks later 
than 
initially planned. 
“We’ve extended school 
for a couple of days at the 
end which will make us run 
into the first of June. We’ve 
lopped off a day or so at 


Christmas time and we’ve 
lopped off a day at spring 
break,” 
said 
Ed 
Cody, 
superintendent 
of 
the 
Northside School District in 
San Antonio. 
“We’ve accumulated all of 
those so we could adjust 
back to Sept. 6 for beginning 
time and still get in 175 days. 


'We felt like the intent of 
the legislature really was to 
try to cut back the time in 
August 
because 
of 
the 
energy requirements for air 
conditioning, so that’s why 
i t s 
pretty 
close 
to

unanimous 
calendar 
in 
Bexar County. The vast, vast 
majority of people we’ve 


heard from, and boy there s 
been a lot of them, really like 
the new calendar as opposed 
to the middle of August 
calendar.”

Crops Bring Loss 
To Farm Profits 


Texas farmers, 
already 
fighting the “battle of the 
budget" 
in the 
war 
for 
adequate profits, lost a little 
more 
ground 
in 
July, 
Agriculture 
Commissioner 
Reagan 
V. 
Brown 
said 
today. 
Based on figures just 
released by the Texas Crop 
and Livestock Reporting 
Service, Brown stated that 
the All Farm Products Index 
for prices received by far­ 
mers 
and 
ranchers 
decreased one point during 
the survey month ending 
July 15. 
"Higher 
prices 
were 
received for meat animals 
such as beef cattle, hogs and 
lambs, as well as for poultry 
and eggs," said Brown. 
“However, these were more 
than offset by lower prices 
received for most crops.” 
' Brown noted that the All 
Crops Index decreased 21 
points since mid-June, with 
crop prices averaging a five- 
per-cent drop. Slight in­ 
creases were recorded for 


wheat and alfalfa hay, he 
said. 
The figures show that 
grain sorghum recorded the 
sharpest drop in price, 
declining from 
$3.26 
per 
hundredweight (cw t.) on 
June 15 to $3.01 per cwt. one 
month later. Corn prices 
during the month decreased 
from $2.13 per bushel to $1.98 
per bushel. Baled alfalfa hay 
rose $2 per ton to $65. Wheat 
was up from $1.97 per bushel 
to $2 06 
Most livestock showed 
price gains, Brown pointed 
out, except for a slight drop 
in sheep prices. Lamb prices 
rose most, with a $3.80 per 
cwt. increase recorded. Beef 
cattle were up $1.70 per cwt. 
to $33.60, calves rose $2.90 to 
$34.50 and hogs, at $43.90 per 
cwt., were up $3.20. 
Brown 
added that 
egg 
prices recorded encouraging 
gains, with prices rising 7.1 
cents per dozen during the 
survey period. Broiler prices 
gained one-and-a-half cents 
per pound, he said.

on a staggered basis in 
different months throughout 
the year. 


“To convert to the new 
system 
next 
year, 
registration 
periods 
for 
passenger cars and light 
trucks (such as pickups) will 
be staggered. All other 
registrations 
(including 
personalized plates) will 
remain the same. 
“On or about Jan. I, 1978, 
you should receive through 
the mail a renewal notice for 
each of your vehicles. The 
passenger car and light 
truck renewals 
will 
be 
staggered 
for 
various 
periods and license fees will 
be prorated accordingly. 
(Renewal periods will be 
assigned according to the 
license plate numbers.) 
“After your vehicles are 
registered under the new 
staggered system, all future 


registrations will be for a 
period of 12 months. 
“This new system should 
permit us to serve you more 
efficiently by having an 
equal 
number 
of 
registrations expire each 
month throughout the year; 
and in subsequent years, 
after 
1978, 
it 
should 
eliminate those traditional 
long lines that form each 
March at the county tax 
assessor-collectors’ offices.” 
Several states—including 
Kentucky,

well as depth. Also, in some 
cases, prices were lowered 
to a reasonable level. 
The 
increase 
in 
knowledgeable wine con­ 
sumers is certainly a factor 
in this trend, but of equal 
importance is the fact that 
many of these restaurants 
have reported that their 
wine sales increased so 
much that their profits are 
larger than before. 
It is still a new trend, but 
definitely 
catching 
on. 
People have come to realize 
that, assuming a restaurant 
has any ambitions beyond 
merely filling your stomach, 
it should adhere to at least a 
minimum 
set 
of 
wine 
standards. The following are 
considered reasonable: 
A wine list should include 
at least two wines which 
complement each entree on 
the menu; if the wines are 
vintaged, the years should 
be provided. (If a restaurant 
uses a “V” next to the wine, 
the waiters and waitresses 
should be aware of which 
vintages are in stock.) 
In a restaurant with a 
dozen wines and a suitable 


menu, there should also be a 
decent selection (at least 
three each) of appetizer and 
dessert wines, and a least 
two champagnes. 
Wines should be offered in 
carafes and by the glass at a 
fair price, and the size of the 
carafe should be indicated 
on the list. 


Pricing in general should 
be fair. This is a tricky one, 
since “fair” is relative, but 
retail plus a dollar or even 
double the wholesale price 
still leaves a good profit. 
Anything over twice retail 
may be considered gouging. 
Tile wine list should be 
offered with the menu, and 
the wine should arrive long 
before the food. 
The 
label 
should 
be 
presented, and the bottle 
opened at the table, promp­ 
tly. 
Glasses should be at least 
eight ounces in size. 
White wines and roses 
should be chilled, reds at 
room temperature.

DEAR POLLY — One of the readers told about greasing 
pans with a sponge but I find a better way is to buy a one-inch- 
wide paint brush (scald it and then cool) I keep this brush 
wrapped in foil in the refrigerator and each time I want to 
grease a pan or cookie sheet I dip the brush in the shortening 
There is no need to wash it but wrap in the foil again and put 
back in the refrigerator. —MRS. L VV 
DEAR PO LLY — Helen wanted to know how to clean and 
restore an old brass bucket. I used some sudsy ammonia with 
fine steel wool and cleaned some very black and discolored 
brass door knobs and back plates with excellent results The 
longer you immerse the brass in the ammonia solution the 
more black will come off. If you wish to leave an antique look 
keep turning and working with the object until you get the 
effect you want. Do be sure to wear rubber gloves and do not 
breathe in the fumes If working outside just turn on the hose 
to rinse off all the ammonia, let it dry and then spray with 
either a clear satin or glossy polyurethane, depending on the 
finish you want. 
Helen could put the ammonia in a dish pan or small tub. put 
her bucket in sideways and slowly turn it while scrubbing with 
the steel wool. Immediately rinse in another tub of clear 
water and dry —DOLLY.
